TUESDAY NIGHT 


Dr. Alexander Graham Bell 
Was One of World’s Most 
Noted Personages.

Alexander Graham Bell, inventor of 
the telephone, died in his home at 
Baddeck, last night. 
Although the inventor had been in 
falling health for several months, he 
had not been confined to his bed and 
the end was unexpected.

his condition became serious. 
With Mr. Bell when he died were 
Mrs. Bell, a daughter, Mrs. Marion 
Hubbard Fairchild and her husband, 
David G. Fairchild of Washington. 
The inventor leaves another daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Eliza M. Grosvenor,, wife of 
a Washington magazine editor. 
Dr. Bell will be buried on top of 
Mount Bienn Breagh, a spot chosen 
by himself.

The June consumption figures compiled 
by the Bureau of Mines are not yet 
available, but we know from our own 
records that consumption is making 
heavy inroads into stocks.

NICKEL SMOKES ARE 
AGAIN BEING SOLI) 


CHICAGO, 111., August 2.—Roused 
from its moribund lethergy by the 
demand of the palates of thousands 
of smokers, the five cent cigar is 
back with its multi-colored banners 
streaming. 
In shop windows and on cigar coun­ 
ters everywhere 
the 
nickel smoke 
product, which disappeared back in 
war days, 
is being 
displayed in a 
profusion of shapes 
and 
varieties, 
while gigantic bill board advertise­ 
ments are sending forth their mes­ 
sage of this return to normalcy in the 
tobacco world. 
"W hat the country needs most is a 
good five cent cigar,” la a remark at­ 
tributed to Mark Twain. 
And those 
smokers, who saw the one time five 
cent 
brands 
mount 
to six, seven, 
eight and sometimes ten cents, dur­ 
ing the period of soaring prices, now 
have plenty to select Lorn. 
Tobacco 
merchants, cigar whole­ 
salers and tobacconists all admit that 
the five cent cigar is the fastest mov­ 
ing article in the trade but they dis­ 
agree as to its merits. 
Retail deal­ 
ers are inclined to the belief it is as 
good as any of the old brands which 
climbed during 
the 
war. 
Tobacco 
merchants say it can’t be as good as 
the old stand by because the cost of 
materials and labor is still above the 
old level and manufacturers say it 
isn’t as good as the nickel favorites 
of pre-war days. 
"We can’t get 
enough 
five cent 
cigars," said a 
salesman in a loop to­ 
bacco shop. 
"We have pretty good 
cigars at that price 
now, 
however, 
and my customers buy so many I 
keep the boxes on the counter. 
If I 
put them in the case I would be busy 
hauling them out and returning them. 
The two for a quarter is done for, in 
my opinion. 
The public wants five 
centers for every day and ten cents 
for Sunday.”
